money is raised here are worthy of all the 
support that can be given them and there j 
is nothing wrong in

paigns to collect money for them. Fund? 
must be provided and campaigns and 
drives thus far have offered the only fea- 
sible means. 


But these frequent and intermittent 


drives have been a heavy burden on the 
men and women who raise the money and 
who give it. It is not at all unusual for 
men to be called upon to solicit money in 
from four to six campaigns a year and if 
they give only a day to each cause 
thev sacrifice almost a week from their 
business. This great economic loss long 
has been realized and leaders in the com- 
munity have been casting about for a 
simpler way of providing money required 
for the support of civic and quasi-civic 
organizations. 


Appleton easily can learn from the ex- 


periences of these other cities and can set 
up an organization which will avoid the 
difficulties which others encountered. 
The chamber of commerce undoubtedly
